Group of Women Are Caught 
in a Burning Building 
at Omaha. 


Fire Breaks Out During Session of | 
a Committee of Hive of Ladies 
of the Maccabees, 


Escape Being Cut Off, and with | 
Clothing Afire, Many Leap 
from the Windows. 


Two of Them Are Killed and About 
Twenty Others Are Seriously 
_ Burned or Injured. 


The Financial Loss Is Estimated at 
$50,000 — Many Secret Societies 
Lose Their Paraphernalia. 


Omaha, Neb., March 22.— Compara- 
tively insignificant in material destruc- 
tion, but appalling in its harvest of 
death and suffering, was a fire that par- 
tially destroyed the Patterson block 
at Seventeenth and Douglas streets 
Tuesday afternoon. Two of its victims 
have already passed away, one more is 
not expected to live and about 20 oth- 
ers are suffering from broken limbs and 
burned and lacerated flesh. The dead 
are Mrs. Thomas Tay lor and Mrs. Anna 
Schamel. The injured are as follows:

A group of happy women, busy with 
the affairs of the secret orders with 
which they were affiliated, were in a mo- 
ment brought face to face with death. 
Sixty seconds later seven of them lay 
burned and bleeding on the pavements, 
to which they had dropped 40 feet be- 
low, and the others were rescued after 
they had been more or less severely in- 
jured in their desperate dash down the 
single pair of stairs that led to safety. 
The blaze started just after three 
o’clock from a gasoline stove explosion 
in a room in the rear of the third floor 
of the building and next to the elevator 
shaft. It was not discovered until it 
had spread to the adjoining apartments 
and the entire floor was filled with 
smoke and flame. About 20 members 
of the women’s lodge of Maccabees 
were attending a committee meeting 
in the waiting-room in the front of the 
middle of the building on the same floor. 
‘They were unconscious of danger until 
a janitor threw open the door and told 
them to get out béfore the flames cut 
them. off, 

Leaped from the Windows. 

The warning came too late. The fire 
swept through the door and down the 
single stairway.

There 
was a fire escape at the south front of 
the building, but none of them seems 
to have thought of it. They rushed 
panic-stricken to the windows, through 
which the smoke was already pouring 
in suffocating puffs.

SHOT BY A JEALOUS MAN.

Shayne 
fell under the table and Hammond, 
pulling up the tablecloth, deliber ately 
fired two more bullets into the help- 
less man. He then walked out into the 
office of the hotel, where. an officer 
placed him under arrest. At. the sta- 
tion he declined to make any state- 
ment. Shayne, who is a widower, has 
been in company with Mrs. Hammond 
a great deal since her divorce from 
Hammond, and there was talk of an 
approaching marriage between. them.

A group of happy women, busy with 
the affairs of the secret orders with 
which they were affiliated, were in a mo- 
ment brought face to face with death. 
Sixty seconds later seven of them lay 
burned and bleeding on the pavements, 
to which they had dropped 40 feet be- 
low, and the others were rescued after 
they had been more or less severely in- 
jured in their desperate dash down the 
single pair of stairs that led to safety. 
The blaze started just after three 
o’clock from a gasoline stove explosion 
in a room in the rear of the third floor 
of the building and next to the elevator 
shaft. It was not discovered until it 
had spread to the adjoining apartments 
and the entire floor was filled with 
smoke and flame. About 20 members 
of the women’s lodge of Maccabees 
were attending a committee meeting 
in the waiting-room in the front of the 
middle of the building on the same floor. 
‘They were unconscious of danger until 
a janitor threw open the door and told 
them to get out béfore the flames cut 
them. off, 

Leaped from the Windows. 

The warning came too late. The fire 
swept through the door and down the 
single stairway. Those nearest the 
door fled through the blinding smoke 
and reached the street with hands and 
faces burned and blistered. The rest 
faced a solid wall of flame. There 
was a fire escape at the south front of 
the building, but none of them seems 
to have thought of it. They rushed 


panic-stricken to the windows, through | 


which the smoke was already pouring 
in suffocating puffs. The fire was 
scarcely a foot behind them. It caught 
their clothing and scorched their faces 
with increasing intensity. 

In another instant the spectators, at- 
tracted by the clouds of smoke, were 
horrified to see one after another spring 
from the open windows and fall heavily 
to the pavement. Not one arose. They 
lay in an inert and apparently lifeless 
heap until carried into the office of a 
physician across the street. Most of 
them were bleeding from severe cuts 
and bruises, and all were burned until 
their torn and blackened skin hung in 
shreds. 

In a few minutes all except Mrs. Tay- 
lor recovered consciousness, and phy- 
sicians and nurses, hastily summoned, 
did all that was possible to relieve their

Caused Much Distress, 

The first report which came from 
New York was received at. three o’clock 
in the afternoon and was circulated in 
the departments just before they 
closed for the day. The announcement 
seemed to follow naturally the other 
cablegrams of the day stating that the 
venerable statesman’s condition had 
grown worse since Monday, and there 
was a universal expression of regret 
and in many cases of personal distress 
over the news. Cabinet ministers, sen- 
ators and members of the house ex- 
pressed deep sorrow, speaking not only 
in terms of admiration and respect for 
the ex-senator’s public career, but 
dwelling with loving: kindness upon his 
personal character. 

Grief Changed to Joy. 

The contradiction of the first report 
did not arrive until.8:30 o’clock. It 
caine in the shape of.a positive. state- 
ment. from Santiago, made in the 
knowledge that the report of the sen- 
ator’s death had been circulated. This 
dispatch was immediately given as 
wide circulation in the city as it was 
possible for it to receive at that hour. 

The news of the reported death of Mr. 
Sherman took many persons, friends 
and others, to his house on K street. 
Among others who were congregated 
there when the representative of the 
press called were the two'former pri- 

vate secretaries of Senator Sherman, 
Mr. Babcock and Mr. Vaile, as well as 
Miss Kate Willock, a niece, and Mrs. 
Charles Hoyt, whose husband was a 
cousin of Senator Sherman’s. They 
and others present read’ the dispatch 
stating that the senator was still alive 
with tremulous joy. The reading of 
the glad message had scarcely been con- 
cluded by those present than Mrs. Mc- 
Collum, the adopted daughter of Sen- 
ator and Mrs. Sherman, burst into the 
room, accompanied by the daughter of 
Gen. Miles. They had received the 
news through a telephone message 
while at Gen. Miles’ house and had hur- 
ried over to impart it to the rest of 
the family. “It has been a trying day,” 
said Mrs. McCollum, 
again.’ > Indeed, there were heartfelt re- 
joicings and thanksgivings on the part 
of those who had assembled at the 
house when they realized it was true 
that the invalid was better and might 
yet be restored to them. 

Mrs. Sherman Kept in Ignorance. 

Mrs. Sherman is the one person of the 
senator’s household who suffered 
neither from the first announcement 
or rejoiced over the second. She was 
not informed of either. Mrs. Sherman 
has been quite ill from a paralytic at- 
tack for several months and had never 
been informed even of the senator’s 
serious illness for fear ofits effect upon 
her. It was felt when the ‘news of his 
death came that it-would have to, be 
broken to her, butall hesitated tomake 
the announcement. It: wassultimately 
decided to postpone the sad: duty until 
to-day. She was thus saved the shock. 
Already many telegrams.of condolence 
and personal; calls.of sympathy have 
been received at the house. _ 

Prompt efforts. were taken to inform 
the prominent officials of the admin- 
istration and others of the safe arrival 
of Mr. Sherman at Santiago, and it was 
with a feeling of genuine gratification 
and satisfaction that this news was re- 
ceived, supplemented by an expression 
of hope that Mr. Sherman. would entire- 
ly recover.

W. L. Miggett Spoke Upon 
the Subject Sunday. 


What Would Be Its Economic and 


Moral Effect Upon Society If the 


Single Tax Were Adopted. 


(Continued from Yesterday, ) 

We see here a crude system adaipted 
to a primitive society for preventing 
monopoly of land. The cry of the 
prophet Isaiah, “Woe unto them that 
join house to house, that lay field to 
field till there be no place that they 
may be placed alone in the midst of 
the earth,” was contemporaneous with 
the period of downfall, which shows 
that land monopoly accompanied, if it 
did not cause, Jewish decline. It was 
at least a necessary part of the oppres- 
sion by the kings. A study of the scrip- 
tures will reveal many other allusions 
to the same subject. : 

Let us now consider how we treat 
land in this country today. The late 
Judge Cooley, in his introduction to the 
study of Blackstone, comments at great 
length upon the intricacy of real estate 
law and the extreme difficulty of secur- 
ing a title to a piece of land that will 
stand valid before the- law. 
a piece of land that ‘is mine,” saith 
the Lord. Yes, we ‘‘sell the land for- 
ever,’ we do worse, we give it away 
forever to corporations, to speculators 
and grabbers ‘‘until there is no place” 
for the people, no place for God’s chil- 
dren on God’s land without paying 
tribute to men. Then we wonder why 
people are crowded into the slums of 
cities. : 

We call ourselves Christians. We 
pride ourselves that Christianity is a 
higher development of Judaism, yet we 
have failed to learn this first, most 
fundamental, most simple social law 
that Moses taught the Israelites, that 
the land shall not be trafficked in as 
ordinary merchandise, that it is the 
sacred inheritence of the generation, 
and cannot be. sold forever. Judge 
Cooley ‘testifies to the impossibility of 
making a law stand that God never in- 
tended should stand. 

Through history,we meet with many 
forms of land tenure adapted to the 
various periods and conditions. The 
theory of a mcnarchy was that a king 
ruling by divine right was God’s repre- 
AS 
such he owned all land, regulated ten- 
ure and derived revenue from land. 
The feudal system was in theory a sys- 
tem in which a crude government was 
maintained by funds obtained from land 
holders. In ‘the modern. industrial sys- 
tem this principle of common rights to 
land is entirely lost, except for a trace 
of it in the doctrine of eminent domain. 
The re-establishment of this principle 
in modern sgciety must be the starting 
point of social reform. 

None of the crude historic systems 
are adapted to complex modern society.’ 
Whatever means we use to re-establish 
equal access to the use of land, it must 
be simple, for its duties will be most 
complex. We notice wherever a com- 
munity collects and permanenily set- 
tles, there land acquires value. Also, 
it is only where a community is located 
that government is necessary. In pro- 
portion as population is dense or sparse, 


are the expenses of government high + 


or low. In the same proportion is the 
value of land in that community great 
or small. Here is the key to the solu- 
tion: 

The solution itself is simply to take 
this value in taxation and apply it to 
the needs of the government, of the 
community in which it is created. Na- 
fure never creates a need without also 
creating a means of supplying it. God 
never created a man, placing upon him 
the necessity of toiling for a living, and 
then denied him a plaice to ‘work without 
paying tribute to another man. Thus 
we will obey a natural law in taking 
by taxation a fund intended for govern- 
ment, and obey God’s law by making 
access to land equal to all men, This 
will do more than any other reform: to 
smiprove morals because it will abolisn 
undeserved want. No man will seek 
work in vain. This must be ‘the corner- 
stone of modern social reform because 
without it other reforms will be futile. 
Any improvement in the morals, intel- 
lect and thrift of a town only increases 
town, 
which goes into private pockets. Wages 
and interest are kept at the lowest level, 
while rents go up. Want stalks as 
boldly as before; vice and crime, if 
crushed out in that spot, reappears a 
little farther on in an aggravated form, 
while owners of valuable land line their 
pockets. If everyone became a model 
Christian in his personal life, all ex- 
pensive. vices were dropped and the 
strictest economy practiced in living, 
poverty and want would be just as deep 
as now if we continue ito treat land as 
merchandise. Vice and crime is that to 
which outraged humanity resorts that it 
may exist at all, being denied existence 
upon a higher plane. Vice and crime 
is the reply humanity makes to the 
violation of natural social laws. 

Single taxers are often charged with 
advocating a cure all. They make no 
such claim for „their reform, but they 
do claim that it is fundamental. That 
it is useless to attemipt to reconstruct 
and add complexity and weight to the

founder of modern political economy. 
But Adam Smith came by his theories 
through contact with a company of 
French philosophers, who styled them- 
selves physiocrats. Francois Quasnay, 
born 28 years before Adam Smith, and 
physiacian to Louis XV. and a pro- 
found philosopher, gathered around him 
in his apartments in the palace of Ver- 
sailles a group of eminent men, who 
joined him in no less a task than the 
establishment of Eberty, and the aboli- 
tion of poverty, by 'the conformation of 


human laws to the natural order intend- | 


ed by the Creator. Here, surrounded 
by the glittering corruption of the 
French court, with events tending to- 
wards the mightiest social upheaval of 
modern times, was developed the same 
identical theory of the single tax as 
was formulated 100 years later by our 
Mr. Henry George. These physiocrats 
named their reform ‘Vimpot unique,” 
which means the tax single or the sin- 
gle tax. ‘Thus the term now used to 
designate the doctrine was coined in 
France in ‘the eighteenth century, not 
in America in the nineteenth. Quesnay, 
at first highly™favored by the king, 
boldly proclaimed his doctrine, and, 
witn the assistance of Furgot, one of 
his followers, who was governor of a 
province, sought to put it into practice. 
But the lands of the country were held 
by the church and the nobility. Ques- 
nay and Furgot were retired to private 
life, ‘the doctrine was effectually 
stamped out and France plunged madly 
on to the reign of terror, 

In 1850 there appeared in England 
Herbert Spencer’s “Social Status,” . in 
which he developed the moral principles 
of man’s right to the use of the earth, 
though he did not propose to secure that 
right by the single tax or any other 
system. He has seen fit to recant his 
views upon that subject since the ap- 
pearance of ‘Progress and Poverty” 
and the rise of world-wide interest in 
the land question, without, however, 
making any attempt to refute his ear- 
lier arguments.

It gave much more satisfac- 
tion to the audience than plays of the 
character of Robert Emmett, Collee’n 
Bawn, ete., which rely for their enter- 
tainment upon the presence of stage 
whiskey, real profanity and imperson- 
ated British soldiers. 

The play presented was ‘“‘What Be- 
came of Parker,’ and is as clever a 
written play as ‘“‘‘Why Smith Left 
Home,’ “Brown’s In Town,” “What 
Happened to Jones” and other produc- 
tions of similar title. 

This was the first attempt of the so- 
ciety at comedy, and the success of last 
evening should encourage it to further 
efforts along this line. 


The play hinges for its mirth and en- 


tertainment upon the complications 
which Parker gets into while ‘being 
taught a severe lesson in domestic love 
and self-sacrifice. Parker and his wife 
have not been married long and little 
quarrels spring up. The aunt of Vivian, 
his wife, prevails upon her to go away 
for a month’s visit with her, thinking 
that an absence for that length of time 
may make Parker appreciate his wife 
more. Jones, a young man, appears on 
the scene and falls in love with Hebe 
Worthy. Parker judges from his ac- 
tion's that he is trying to flirt with his 
wife. Hebe and her uncle make ar- 
rangements to go to the same place as 
Mrs. Parker and her aunt. Jones starts 
to follow. ~Parker’s suspicions grow 
stronger. He shaves off his beard and 
follows the party in disguise and under 
an assumed name.-.His violent actions 
make people judge he is insane, and 
some very comical situations arise, 
among which he is arrested and locked 
up. Parker and his wife finally discov- 
er that both are at fault, make up and 
resolve to quarrel no more. 

Taking the company from an amateur 
standpoint they showed some most re- 


markable abilities as mirthmakers, and. 


their acting far surpassed many a pro- 
fessional company. In fact the profes- 
sionals would have found hard work to 
excel on an initial performance. Some 
of the lines did not run as smooth as 
they would come by successive per- 
formances and the curtain did not al- 
ways drop at the proper time on ithe 
closing tableaux of the acts, but the 
finest situations were enacted with a 
spirit that showed a painstaking prep- 
aration, and the stage settings were 
model. Again, it should be considered

none of the company had ever taken 
comedy parts heretofore, and their prot 
ficiency in this particular was a revela- 
tion.

ing a title to a piece of land that will 
stand valid before the-law. <A title to 
a piece of land that “is mine,” saith 
the Lord. Yes, we ‘‘sell the land for- 
eyer, we do worse, we give it away 
forever to corporations, to speculators 
and grabbers “‘until there is no place” 
for the people, no place for God’s chil- 
dren on God’s land without paying 
tribute to men. Then we wonder why 
people are crowded into the slums of 
cities. : 

We call ourselves Christians. We 
pride ourselves that Christianity is a 
higher development of Judaism, yet we 
have failed to learn this first, most 
fundamental, most simple social law 
that Moses taught the Israelites, that 
the land shall not be trafficked in as 
ordinary merchandise, that it is the 
sacred inheritence of the generation, 
and cannot be sold forever. Judge 
Cooley testifies to the impossibility of 
making a law stand that God never in- 
tended should stand, 

Through history,we meet with many 
forms of land tenure adapted to the 
various periods and conditions. The 
theory of a mcnarchy was that a king 
ruling by divine right was God’s repre- 
sentative and father of the people, As 
such he owned all land, regulated ten- 
ure and derived revenue from land. 
The feudal system was in theory a sys- 
tem in which a crude government was 
maintained by funds obtained from land 
holders. In ‘the modern. industrial sys- 
tem this principle of common rights to 
land is entirely lost, except for a trace 
of it in the doctrine of eminent domain. 
The re-establishment of this principle 
in modern sgciety must be the starting 
point of social reform. 

None of the crude historic systems 
are adapted to complex modern society.’ 
Whatever means we use to re-establish 
equal access to the use of land, it must 
be simple, for its duties will be most 
complex. We notice wherever a com- 
munity collects and permanently set- 
tles, there land acquires value. Also, 
it is only where a community is located 
that government is necessary. In pro- 
portion as population is dense or sparse, 
are the expenses of government high 
or low. In the same proportion is the 
value of land in that community great 
or small. Here is the key to the solu- 
tion: 

The solution itself is simply to take 
this value in taxation and apply it to 
the needs of the government, of the 
community in which it is created, Na- 
ture never creates a need without also 
treating a means of supplying it. God 
never created a man, placing upon him 
the necessity of toiling for a living, and 
then denied him, a plaice to work without 
paying tribute to another man. Thus 
we will obey a natural law in taking 
by taxation a fund intended for govern- 
ment, and obey God’s law by inaking 
access to land equal to all men, This 
will do more than any other reform to 
smiprove morals because it will abolisn 
undeserved want. No man will seek 
work in vain. This must be 'the corner- 
stone of modern social reform because 
without it other reforms will be futile. 
Any improvement in the morals, Hitel- 
lect and thrift of a town only increases 
town, 
which goes into private pockets. Wages 
and interest are kept at the lowest level, 
while rents go up. Want stalks as 
boldly as before; vice and crime, if 
crushed out in that spot, reappears a 
little farther on in an aggravated form, 
while owners of valuable land line their 
pockets. If everyone became a model 
Christian in his personal life, all ex- 
pensive. vices were dropped and the 
strictest economy practiced in living, 
poverty and want would be just as deep 
as now if we continue Ito treat land as 
merchandise. Vice and crime is that to 
which outraged humanity resorts that it 
may exist at all, being denied existence 
upon a higher plane. Vice and crime 
is the reply humanity makes to the 
violation of natural social laws. 

Single taxers are often charged with 
advocating a cure all. They make no 
such claim for „their reform, but they 
do claim that it is fundamental. That 
it is useless to attempt to reconstruct 
and add complexity and weight to the 
upper stories of the social structure, as 
long as the bottom: layer is not securely 
laid upon a certain and sure foundation. 
This question involves the problems of 
iand tenure and of taxation, both of 
which are considered as fundamental 
by informed men, Single taxers believe 
they are one and the same problem, and 
offer 
both. 

Bishop Potter has said the saloon is 
only an nicident of this deeper social 
problem, and he is right. Frances Wil- 
lard, near the close of her beautiful life, 
said the temperance movement could 
not result in permanent benefit with- 
out more fundamental reforms, and she 
personally advocated the single tax. 

General Booth, of the Salvation 
Army, after many years, seeing the in- 
completeness of his work, began the 
study of the social problem from a new 
point of view and became a single taxer, 
The late Rev. Chas. E. Garst, the ablest 
and most devoted missionary in Japan, 
carried the Bible in one hand and ‘‘Pro- 
gress and Poverty” in the other, He did 
such heroic work that Japan is now 
considering the adoption of Christianity 
and single tax. Chinese missionaries 
say they cannot help China without sin- 
gle tax, and have translated ‘‘Progress 
and Poverty” into Chinese. Many think 
that the single tax is a modern inno- 
vation, that it is an innovation of these 
latter years of the nineteenth “entury. 
Its germ was in the law of Moses. It 


‘was in the early land laws of the 
Greeks and Romans. The Gracchi 
Brothers sought to establish the Ro- 


man plebians upon the land as a means 
of saving the republic. The principle 
was recognized in the theory of feudal 
and monarchial systems. Adam Smith
